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TRAVELLING from Jerusalem 
through Ramallah and Nablus 
to Jenin, is as good as taking 
a holiday. After the nerve- 


‘jangling experience of, driving 


throu tearing Tel ‘Aviv or 
jumping Jerusalem, the_calm and 
serenity of the West Bank are 
wonderful tranquillizers. There 
was a time when major political 
events would have brought out 
the Beople in these towns in 
crowds to demonstrate their joy 
or anger, but now they seem to 
have adopted “Business as usual" 
as a fatalistic slogan for thore 
who can do little to change their 
own destinies. On either side of 
the road beyond Ramallah, the 
olive trees, mpeceably groomed, 
climb the terraced hills, without 
anybody appearing to tend to 
them, The countryside and the 
villages seem to be empty. 

Beyond Nablus we see some

there are, of course, the prob- 
joms of peace. And while it has 
Proved that one good army is 
enough to settle a war, it also 
seems you cannot make pearc 
hy the same method, or at least 
not If there is a U.N. or sone 
other body to step jin az the 
Inst moment. War is foreed on 
us from time to time when ane 
or other Arab state fecis strong 
cnough, We have very little 
cholce in the matter, and all we 
ean do is to make sure we ure 
well prepared for any emergency. 
Peace not only is not forcad on 
us but is something the Arab 
states have forsworn with ua. 
No Arab state has said they wilt

Egyptian peusanis working in the fields of the lower Nile valley 
in the early morning of 5 Junc, 1967, waved a erecting to four 
dela-winged aeroplanes which, silhouetted like bats against the 
blue Mediterranean sky, swept low over their smaliholdings. 
Roaring towards Cairo at (ree-top height, these aircraft were 
assumed lo be friendly MiGs, the pride of Egypt's air force, But 
the fellaheen were mistaken. These aircraft were the first wave 
of Mirages taking part in “Operation Dove", the lightning on- 
saught which within three hours was ta wipe out Egyptian air 
right. 

"τὰ signal for the war was given by General Hod at 7.10 in 
on £ June when he snapped into a microphone linked with every 
air base in Israel: “Dove. Go!” The Mirages, being the fastest 
aircraft in the LAF, were the last to take off. The plan of battle 
required that almost every warplane in Israel should blast one 
of nine selected Egyptian airfields on the stroke of 7.45. Oura- 
gans, Vautours, Mysléres, Super-Mystéres and finally Mirages 
headed towards their appointed targets. Flying only 30 feet above 
the Mediterranean they slipped right under the Egyptian radar 
curtain. Even the American electronic intelligence ship, USS 
Liberty, which was equipped with ihe most sensitive detection 
apparatus, did not notice them as it cruised expectantly between 
Cyprus and the coast of Sinai. 


Attack at breakfast 


The attack was timed to coincide with the period of the morn- 
ing when the enemy was most likely to be caught off his guard. 
At 1.45 am the alert for the dawn strike, which the Egyptians 
had been awaiting daily for the past month, was over. Pilots 
who had been out on day-break patrols or standing by in their 
MiGs on the runways, had Jeft their cockpits for breakfast. Manv 
were killed over their coffee in uir crew snesses by the first hail 
of Israeli cannon shells und rockets, Desk-hound Egyptian 
officers were not scheduled to report for duty before 8 am. So 
the generals responsible for countering un Israeli atlack were 
aiill en roule from their homes to their offices and helpless to 
issue orders for coping with the emergency. 

The surprise effect was complete as Isricli bombs dug into 
the runways and incendiary bullets turned parked MiGs into 
metal carcasses. Priority was given (o hitting bases where the 
Fayptians kept their MiGs nnd the Tupolev ‘Tu-16 Badger and 
Tyushin “I-28 Beagle bombers which constituted the most 
dangerous threat to Isracl’s urban centres. Eight MiGs were des- 
royed as their pilots made desperate allempts to taxi and take 


~ off. Another eight MiGs got into the air and shot down two 


Israeli planes before they were in turn destroyed. Twenty MiGs 
ed-into the batile area around the Canul from the safety 
of Hurghada base in Southern Egypt.

Shapira’s escape 


Licutenant Colonel Danny Shapira, a test pilot who was the Grst 
Israeli ever to fly a Mirage, had a narrow escape while heading 
over the Nile Delta to bomb Cairo-West airport. In an interview 
with Warren C. Whetmore of Aviation Week ἃ Space Techno- 
logy he reported: “T was flying at 200 feet ina Zigzag, pattern 
in order to avoid heavy ground fire when J noticed a SAM-2 
missile 300 fect away. It passed bencath me and crashed onto 
the enemy base. Then a second SAM came heading for me from 
nbout 100 feet overhead at an angle of 30 degrees, I looked 
like a telegraph pole with a flame on the end. T swung right and 
the missile passed aver the nose of my Mirage. Tt was a fucky 
break.”* Another Mirage narrowly avoided an Atoll air-to-air 
yoissile ‘fired by a MiG.-Tho missile zoomed pust the Israeli

over Cairo-West he bailed out and landed at Zagozig near the 
Canal. The peasants who spotted him realised that the delta- 
winged aircraft which had been skimming their rooftops all 
moming were not their awn, They formed a lynch squad. The 
Israeli was hacked to death with scythes and axes. Photographs 
and films of his corpse were proudly displayed in the Egyptian 
press and on Cairo television. 

For pinpoint precision in hitting their targets the Micnge had 
lo achieve remarkably low approach specds. So their pilots 
lowered their Janding gear as they passed over the Egyptian air- 
fields and released their bombs. In Vietnam American pilots 
coined the phrase: “With only one pass, you hold on to your 
arse.” But, in order to do maxinvum damage, the Israclis dropped 
one bomb at a time and made repeated runs over each target. 
The results were a complete vindication of Weizman’s argument 
that Israel must pin its faith on a force of speedy, nimble and 
accurate fighter-bombers. 


Runway bomb 


The most deadly weapon used by the Israciis against Egyptian 
air bases was the work of an engineer who had immigrated 
from Russia, He designed a small bomb with the specific pur- 
pose of wrecking enemy runways. After it was released at a 
height of about 300 feet a retro-rocket fired to prevent it bouncing 
as it hit the ground. Then a second rocket punched it ten feet 
under the runway before it expladed. Sometimes a time fuse 
delayed the explosion of this so-called “Concrete Dibber” for 
several hours, making the repair of damaged runways a suicidal 
occupation. 

The Isruclis were no longer worried about Egypt's long-range 
missiles which, only a few ycars earlier, they feared would turn 
Tel Aviv ond other cities into a holocaust. None were fired 
during the Six Day War and the Israclis left untouched the 
research centre where they were being developed by German and 
East European scientists. But Mirages smashed nine Jaunching 
sites in the Sinai Desert and on the banks of the Suez Canal from 
which the Egyptians aimed SAM-2 missiles at JAF’ aircraft 
without scoring a direct hit. 

Nasser was hard put to it to explain the calustrophe which 
had overwhelmed his Air Force. [ἢ a telephone conversation

After the annihilation of Egypt's air power, it was the turn uf 
Nasser's Arab allics. Generul Hod boasted later: “We were 
able io deal with Syris und Jordan in 25 minutes." This wus an 
exaggeration, but only by an hour or two. A Might of four 
Mirages destroyed 19 Jordanian Huwker Hunters and seven 
transport planes in a reprisal raid after Hussein, trusting tuo 
much in Nasser's triumphal communiques, sent his British-made 
fighter-bombers to ruid the beach resort of Natanya. Two of the 
Hunters were knocked out in combat. The others were pulverized 
on the ground at Amman as the Mirages made four murderous 
sweeps over their base. Meanwhile Jordanian guns were bom- 
barding Jerusalem. The Israclis warned Hussein that unless the 
shelling ceased, their next objective would be his own palace. 
When the King spurned this ultimatum two Sud Vautour 
bombers sprayed the royal residence with rockets, one of which 
tore through the ceiling of his study.

F-104 USAF Starfighters from Amman ‘where a contingent of 
Anierican instructors and support crews were training Jordanian

The JAF shot 
down 50 Egyptian planes over Sinai on the second day of the 
War without any losses of their own. 

Isracli fighter-bombers were responsible for the heavy damage 
to the retreating Egyptian armour in the Battle for the Mitla 
Pass, one of the biggest armoured engagements in military his- 
tory with 1.500 Ginks involved on both sides. A Mirage pilot 
tudioed back in base that at 4.000 feet he was almost blinded 
by smoke from burning vehicles which covered his plane like 
a pall. 

After their decisive intervention in Sinai the Air Force's final 
assignment was to take out Syria’s network of forts, bunkers 
and artillery emplacements on (he Gokin Heights, 


Attack on liberty 


Τὸ destroy Syria's Muginot Line the TAF sent wave after 
wave of Mirages. The ground crews slept and ate on the run- 
ways, ready to refuel and rearm the plancs as soon as they 
landed. But the 500-pound and 1.000-ponnd bombs which 
obliterated Egypt's force could not smash Syria’s Soviet-built 
bunkers and batteries. The Isrtelis dropped 600 tons of bombs, 
wiping oul anti-aircraft, guns and Katyusha missife-launchers, 
The artillery positions, however, remained impregnable until 
the guniers, demoralised by the merciless pounding from the 
skies, fled from their bunkers. The TAF Jost ten aircraft over 
Syria during the 48-hour battle for the Golan Heights. And 
when [sracli troops moved in to take the ridge they lost 300 
men, half the country's total casualties in the War. 

In the closing hours of the conflict two Mirages were the 
protagonists in an incident which marred their proud record in 
the Six Day War, Diving from u cloudless sky towards the 
Mediterrancan, they pulled out almest at sea-level and strafed 
an unidentified ship with cannon, rockets uod high explosive. 
Within minutes three {sracli mutor torpedo bouts joined in the 
attack with machine-gun fire and torpedoes. Tt was only when 
they had torn a 40-foot hole ‘below the ship's waterline that a 
huge Stars and Stripes flying fram the mast amid a forest of 
antennae revealed what a terrible mistake the Israelis had made. 

By then 34 American officers and men were dead and 75 
were wounded ubourd the USS Liberty, an electronic intelligence 
(Elint) vessel of the United States Navy. The commander of one 
of the Israeli MTBs called over a loud-huiler: “Can we give 
you any assistance?” The curt answer cume back: “Go to hell!" 
Within half an hour of the bombardment the Liberty, listing 
badly, was heading north-west towards its home buse at Rota 
in Spain. 


Johnson’s fright 


The US government claimed afterwards that the Liberty had 
been sent to the Sinai coast in order to assure communications 
with its Middle East embassies and to help relay messages con- 
cerning the evacuation of American citizens from the War zone. 
The Isracli Air Force blamed its own Navy for reporting that 
the Liberty, which was obviously monitoring Israet's military 
communications in Sinni, was an Egyptian vesscl. When the 
news of the attack was flashed to the White House, President 
Johnson's first renction was: “This is it!” Johnson was con- 
vinced the Liberty was the victim of Sovict intervention. He 
feared that the United States, which had been drawn into wat 
against Spain in 1898 following the Maine incident off Cuba 
and against Germany by the torpedoing of the Lusitania, was 
about to be involved in a nuclear conflict over this disaster to 
yet another American ship. The Israclis, however, promplly 
apologised for their blunder. The United States President was 
relieved to learn that the error of two Mirage pilots had caused 
a tragedy, but not a third world war. 

When Israel’s Mirage pilots grumbled about the Six Day 
War, it was not about lack of sleep but over the shortage of 
operational missions, With more pilots than aircralt available, 
there was fierce competition for a seat in a cockpit. Losses wert 
low and turn-arounds were speedy. But there were just not 
enough Mirages available. Rivalry was particularly strong for 
combat duty as most of the Six Day War missions involv 
hammering enemy aircraft on the ground. Major Ran, 8. sentor 
Mirage pilot, said: “We never knew ahead of tirne if MiGs were 
around. Our meetings were all accidental, Sometimes we 
them from’ behind, sometimes they came at us from behind. As 
soon as we saw the enemy aircraft we went into a dogfight. 


‘Then what counted was the reliability of the weapons system 


and the quality of the pilots.”

_ After the War Israeli pilots reported that the MiG-21 certainly 
matched the Mirage in overall performance but ws badly 
handled by its Arab pilots, the Iraqis being the best and the 
Syrians.the worst. Since it carried a lighter weapon load under 
ita wings, thé MiG-21 was’ capable of tighter turns than the 
Mirage. But.the Arabs.failed to exploit the capabilities of thelr 
‘aircraft. The slower MiG-17 could turn ini an even tighter circle

And the MiG-21, as the Mirage pilots had discovered 
thanks to their own captive specimen, was extremely vulnerable 
to a well directed) cannon burst against a specially sensitive fuel 
Ἐπ eer First Lieutenant named Giora marked up one 
of the highest scores of kills among Israeli’s Mirage pilots. On 
the first day of the War, which was also thal of his first mission 
outside Israeli sir space, he downed three MiG-2Is. Just after 
the first strike agninst the Egyptian bases Giora was ordered 
to the Suez Canal base of Abu Suweir. As he flew over at 25,000 
feet he spotted an MiG above the airfield which was littered 
with burning aircraft, Giora recalls: “He saw me and we began 
fighting. A minute later I was sitting on his tail and from u 
range of 400 yards 1 fired ἃ one-second burst. His tail began to 
burn and he went into a spin and crashed.” 

Then Giora noticed two MiG-21s stalking two Mirages which 
were strafing Ilyushin bombers on the ground at Abu Suweir. 
Accompanied by his flight leader, he set off after them with full 
afterburner, Giora says: “T (ook the right tne and my Number 
One took the left one.

Tange of the Syrian's guns, Ginra discarded two of his fuel 
tanks in order to lighten his plane and heated after him. Giera 
reporis: “We begun to fight ahove the fichl.

Ace with a limp 


But Giora’s Mirage was knacked out of the War the next day 


when ἃ Syrian anti-aircraft shell punched a hole through the 
fuselage and wrecked the electrical system. Giora was wounded 
in the leg but he got his badly damaged plane back to hase. He 
spent 24 hours in hospital and, as soon as he was discharged, he 
asked for another mission. Disguising his limp, Giora gat bim- 
self assigned to an attack on an Egyptian armoured brigade 
which was retreating from Sharm οἱ Sheik along the west coast 
of the Sinai peninsula towards Suez. As the Mirage flight arrived 
over an oilfield the air controller ordered them to change 
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course and go at high speed to the Mitla Pass where a big tank 
alle was in full swing. 

Over the pass they saw two Tsracli Super-Mysttres engaged 
in a dogfight with two MiG-17s. Giora chased two of the MiGs 
only 30 feet above the Canal. He closed to within 250 yards of 
one of the Egyptians when one of his companions shouted over 
the radio: “Don't shoot; they're ours!" To make sure Giora 
flew closer. Then, certain they were MiGs, he dropped back 
aguin und opened fire. Giora recalls: “Since be was only 30 
feet up 1 was sure he was going to crash. But instead he began 
te nose up and climb. Το was surprised because he did not try 
to manocuyre. 

“My specd carried me to within 150 feet of the MiG. Then I 
saw something very strange. The plane's canopy was gune and 
there was nohody sitting in the cockpit. The pilot had ejected 
without my noticing him.” The pilotless aircraft continued to 
climb. Then it stalled and crashed. This was Giora’s fourth and 
Ginal kill of the Six Day War. 

Giora’s comrades in arms could tell the same sort of story. 
Israel's triumph in the Six Day War was the victary of the pilots 
who flew the Mirages and other French warplanes which stood 
between the country's survival and annihilation. Facing a coali- 
tion of twelve Arab nations, Israel clashed in the skies with five 
of their air forces, At the outset of the War Israel's 300 com- 
bat aircraft, of which only half were front-line planes, were 
pitted aguinst 800 of the enemy's. Six days later 430 enemy air- 
craft had been destroyed for the loss of 40 Israeli planes. Egypt 
alone lost over 300 of its 450 military aircraft.

The industry of research work- 
ers fs not necessarily a sign of 
life. If there has been a revival 
in the Yiddish theatre, no hint of 
it has as yet come across the 
Atlantic. And even the claim made 
by Professor Sot Liptzin (quoted 
by Mrs. Feinsilver) that “the 
struggle agalnst Yiddish (In Israel) 
belonged to a distant past,” can 
be used to cut both ways.

Mrs.- Feinallver cites the thniv- 
ing Yiddish press, its dafifes, week- 
lies and monthlies, (There are in 
fact ten Yiddish dailies in the 
Diaspora.) But she does not men- 
tion the equally relevant fact that 
the clreulation of the Yiddish 
dally press in the U.S. dropped 
from 600,000 in 1920 to 100,000 
in 1870. If any defender of Yid- 
dish regards that as a sign of 
vitality, it ts fairly certain that 
Yiddish journalists do not. 

The fact of the matter seems 
to be that the generation that has 
digacarded Yiddish in Americen hag 
developed a nostalgia for its ta’am, 
ord ane, flavour and joys, It has 

ven currency to a lai number 
of Yiddish expressions, © many of 
which have been picked up by 
the Gentiles. To let drop a Yid- 
dish word or two has became a 
fashion, and that seems to be the 
main reason for thig book.

Slang words 


The reader and even the brow- 
ser, for whom bhis is happy hunt: 
Ing ground, as to guard agalnst 
the accumulative ‘mpreasion of 
these 400 pages (and Its very 
useful index of 1,200 words) that 
Yiddish is really Invading : the 
American language. The Instances 
of usage quoted from radio enter- 
tainers, actors, book reviewers, 
bobbes and even dictionaries does 
not prove that Yiddish is taking 
over. At most it proves that nume- 
rous Yiddish words have crept into 
American slang, and the role of 
slang words is mostly that of pass- 
engers in the language. 

This is confirmed by the author's 
treatment of two basic questions:

She diaposes of 
the first question in a brief chap- 
ter and then proceeds to deal at 
length with the other side of it. 
The facts arc here ail against 
smugness. 


Yiddish borrowing from English 
in America began over 200 years 
ago, when the word getrite (tried) 
waa used In business letters. Since 
then, borrowing has proceeded 
apace: 

“In 1988, a study of the usage 
of New York's then three lead- 
ing Yiddish dailies showed how 
widely English loans were being 
Monde in modern Yiddish. In the 
advertising pages about twenty 
per cent of the words were loans. 

“In the smaller types of ad- 
vertisements usually placed by in- 
dividuals — reflecting quite in- 
formal usage — as many as 28 
per cont of the words were Eng- 
lish loans.

The disconsolate state Benjamin 
deseribes is not only his own feel- 
ing, but a gencral phenomenon, char- 
acteristle of our entire period. Ben- 
jamin thinks that it da caused by the 
collapse of an age-old treasure of 
experience which had been handed 
down In the form of unbroken tradl- 
tlon from generation to generation. 
Benjamin calls this accumulation of 
experience “wisdom.” ‘Perhaps the en- 
tire work of Walter Benjamin should 
be understood as a paradoxical at- 
tempt to reinterpret positively this 
process of the disintegration of tra- 
dition and to see in the fragments 
of the broken past “chips of Mossia- 
nic time.” 

Walter Benjamin belongs to that 
generation of German-Jewish wri- 
ters whose life is atamped by the 
experience of the collapse of tradl- 
tional values. Born in Berlin in 1892 
into a middle-class Jewish family, 
reared in the atmosphere of emanci- 
pated Judnism, he successively lived 
through the destruction of the pre- 
World War 1 world, the disgolution 
of soclety and state under the Wel- 
mar Republic, and the advent of 
Hitler with its concomitant collapse 
of German culture, which had heen 
the natural background of his lite- 
tary creativity. 


Paris exile 


In 1988 Benjamin sought refuge 
in Paris, Here he discovered the 
archetype ofa bigcity inthe Indus- 
trial age, where tradition ia fated to 
collapse. As o regult of the “series 
of shocks and collisions" which make 
up life in the big city, Benjamin 
came to realize the cause of ἃ 
fundamental distortion and diminu- 
tion of the human power of recep- 
Uvity. The modern city dweller is 
condemned to ward off a continuous 
serlea of external attacks. In this 
Process he loses the stata of Inner 
Telaxation which in earlier times 
Permitted him to assimilate expe- 
ences gradually and to benefit from 
thelr unique values, Referring to the 
Concept of spleen (melancholy) in 
the postry of Baudelaire (to whose 
work he devoted most of hig iiterary 
Sctivity during his Paris years), he 
Wrote that “Hiverything is always 
the same” for today's city dwellor, 
and Baudelaire's spleen “is nothing 
but the quintessence of historical 
experience.” So the “hopeless sad-

pBRtars It does net sound lke 
much of a miracle, saya Joseph 
Filler, deserlbingg the case of one 
16-year-old girl helped by his office: 
She ran away from home ἰὼ live 
with her hoy friend, who soun after 
brought ten young nen to hls room. 
All of them raped her, She 
had begin her coreer ax a prasti- 
tute. 

Then the Youth Rehabilitation 
Sectlon of the Tel Aviv-Jaffa Muni- 
clpality’s Suclal Service Department 
made contact with the girl. Today 
she ls living at a kibbute and will 
soon join a Nahal unlt. 

“Several organizations send teen- 
agera to kibbutzim, but we are the 
only ones who take Leen-agers with 
police teeords or with personal and 
social problems,” ‘Mr, Ritter, diree- 
tur of the Youth Rehahilitatlon Sec- 
tion, told The Jerusaiem Posi, "Ac- 
cording to all ¢he established serview 
organizations, the 180 youngaLlers 
wehave placed 50 far, through the 
yarlous arms of cur programme, at 
kibbutziin and elsewhere, were a1] 
lost cases." 

About four years ago, the Muni- 
clpality conducted a survey whlch 
showed that about 800 slum young- 
sters aged 34 to 18 neither studled 
nor worked. They roamed the streots 
and often turned to stealing, vanda- 
lism, prostitution and similar astl- 
vitles. Despite the work of the MI- 
nigtry of Labour, the Ministry of 
Education and othor pubile and pri- 
vate bodies trylng to help “marginal 
youth,” these youngaters — the ones 
at the lowest rung of the ladder and 
In the farthest fringes of soclety's 
“margins” — did not fit Into any 
available programme. 

Joseph Ritter, who previously di-

reeted auomunted pal welfare bares 
in Jaffe, exme ty the inualelpal 
bulldog In Tel Aviv te try to orga- 
lee a new “framework for young- 
Ta who did not fle anywhere else.

He approached a kibbutz (Mr. 
Ritter requested that names of kb 
butziin cooperating in the = pro- 
graintae not ve mentlone|) and ask- 
ed ff he could set up on enc-month 
work camp fur these youngsters, on 
Kibbutz gramels, to be run by mu- 
niclpal workers, Though — reluclunt 
and perhaps a bit afraid, the kib- 
bits agreed, 

“When the month was over, we 
asked them to extend it for another 
mouth, Then we persuaded them to 
10Ὁ the youngstera stay three months 
longer. In the end, they stayed three 
years — until they enlisted in 
Nahal -— und some of them have 
heen Invited ta jaln the kdbbuty when 
they finlsh serving. My upproach 
waa ak Elttle sneaiey but Ib was the 


only chance 1 had, Onee the kivbuts * 


saw these kids work and idjust, 
they were willng to nerepl them. 
Bul 1£ we had come right out and 
‘asked them to absorb problem ten- 
agers, that might have been a IltHe 
too much to ayk...” 


In Nahal 


There nre now 35 children at two 
kivbutaim under the progrumme and 
another 15 witl be joining thein 
next month. The flrst experlmental 
group, organized 31, years ago, Is 
successfully serving In the Nahal. 

Tn Mr, Ritter’s case-files are 

personal and social tragedies, One 
boy from an Ashkenazl background 
(@bout 2052 of the 180 children hel- 
ped thus far are from Ashkenazi 
families) was so disturhed by 
his parents’ divorce that he began 
choking his mother to foree her to 
give him money. He accumulated a 
police record and was rejected by 
every youth programme, until he 
renched Mr. Ritter. He was sent co 
a kibbutz where he ultimately show- 
ed such great leadership potential 
that he was given full responsibility 
for running a particular department, 
In place of a kibbutz member. 
“It is very hard for me to explain 
the kind of help and treatment 
which bringa ‘about these changes. It 
isn’t "hocus pocus,’ even if It may 
dound that way.” 

‘At the kibbutz, “the youngsters 
work five hours a day and study two 
hours a day under εἰ tralned teacher. 
Their group leader is Ὁ young mem- 
ber of the kibbutz, and a social 
worker from. the municipality works 
with the teen-agers at the kibbutz 
and with their parents in the city, 
to try ¢o Improve family relations, 

“No, I really can't expialn how. 
It took me‘ years of study and expe. 
rience to learn, and I don't know 
how to reduce It all ἴω a almple 


explanation.” 
‘Intake’ 


But the opportunity to get a 
wiimpse of Mr. Ritter's approach 
presented itself. As we spoke, the 
“intake” social worker, a soclologiat 
but with In-service soctal work tratn- 
Ing, entered his offtce, 

“There'a ἃ woman here who wants 
to send her daughter to a. kibbuty. 
Can you -see the ‘mother and 
daughter?” Mr. Ritter asked that 
they walt but, when the octal 
worker came in agatn to say. thoy 
were becoming impatient, he agreed 
to interview them, 

The girl, Rachel, finished a spe- 


etal elementary achool for problem - 


children last year. She started: to 
attend ἃ trade achool to learn gew- 
ing but. dropped out ‘after two. 
weeks. Since then, she: has been 
roaming the streets of Jaffa in the 
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company of young delinquents. Her 
mother Ls omerricd and her tnther 
beats her dally and now threatens 
to shave off her halr If she dousa't 
mend her ways. 

Mr, Ritter: “Do you want to go 
to a kibbutz?” 

Rachel amiled a shy aintle which, 
as Mr. Ritter commented later, “had 
ἃ connotation of ‘anti’ " 

“Do you want to ge to the kib- 


butz or does your mother want 
Yow te que” 

“My mother.” 

Mr. Ritter: “lint we won't uecept 


Maur mather at tha kibbutz. Do

Rachel: "Yves." She spoke softly, 
unenthuulastieally, as If resigned to 
Soinething foreed on her.

Hr turned to the plensant side of 
kibbutz Ilfe. “There are nice people 
of your age there and they have 
a lot of fun." and showed her a 
pleture of the group now In Nahal. 
For the First time, she became 
really involved and Interested, 

Mr. Witter: “Do you think you 
weuuld like ia gu tu the kibbutz?" 

Rachel: “'Yes." 

Mr, Ritter: “PU tell you what. 
Let's make αὶ deal, You can go to 
the kibbulz in α month or ain 
1858. But moanwhile you have to 
promse me youll do two things. I 
will send you to «@ sewing school 
fur a month, but you must go every 
day and be @ good girl. After 
school, you have to premine thud 
vou will satay in the house watch- 
ing television, or else go cut with 
« gl friend, and that you won't 
wunder around with any bad people.” 

Rachel: “I mise." 

Mr, Ritter ‘And what about 
after school? Wil you keep away 
from those bad people?" 

Sho nodded. 

Mr, Ritter: “Remember one thing. 
At the kibbutz, a girl has to know 
how ta behave. Do you know what 
1 mean? lf you don't behave they'll 
send you home? 


Letter to principal 


Sha nodded again, and she and 
her mother left with a letter to 
the principal of the sewing school, 

During the first years of the pro- 
gramme, Mr, Ritter and his staff 
found that the kibbutz was not 
enough, nor wasit the right answer 
for everyone. Some youngsters need- 
ed training before the kibbutz; 
others were too problematle for the 
permissive kibbutz environment, or 
didn’t want to leave the ctly. 

The programme's other “arms” 
therefore came into existence about 
ἃ year agu. They include two saw- 
Ing sehools where girls are pre. 
pared for jobs or for the kibbutz 
Programme and a special work-xtu- 
dy club “Kelet” for boya (as re- 
ported In Pho Jerusalem Post seyo- 
rl -months ago). 

“Kelet” — partially supported b 
Technical Clubs for Your, which 
Provides technical tenchers ond 
equipment’ — prepares boys for 
kibbutz life or for a alx month 
training programme.-st an army 
comp. ‘Beaidea basic technical train- 
ing, the boys, eged 14 to 16, learn 
basle work habits, such as getting 
up and going to work on time. 

“Most of the boys who Bo to the 
six month army- cam training. 
courses afterwards get jobs In the 


a Sad Ge 


free lubuur market. ‘They usnally 
end up earning 12 to 16 pounds 
ao day; one of our hoys now carns 
TL26 o day. A few remaln In the 
army camps aa c¢lyillan worlters 
but the conditions are diffleult for 
these boys... Part of the success of 
the army camp programme comes 
from the speclal feellng toward the 
army. When these boys of 14 pul 
on the dirty work clothes — they 
work In automechanics — they get 
all exelted about the ‘uniforms.’ 
They want to take the clothes home 
to show off in the nelghbourhood.” 


But not all those who finish six 
mouths in an army camp, or all 
those sent to a Kibbutz, succeed. 
Mr, Ritter's newest idea is to train 
these boys as mechanics on ships. 
The need for sailors Is great and 
“the sea ls ἃ magic word, All over 
the world, people who can’t get 
along on land can find @ place for 
their adventurous spirits on the high 
seas.” 

Mr. Ritter’s problem is not a lack 
of ideas. He suffers from a lack 
of understanding, manpower and 
Funds, 


Money needed 


“Mulions are being spent on‘mar- 
ginal youth’ but we can't get any- 
thing. I can't hire soctal workers 
because I don’t have the money. I 
have about six workers mow and the 
best I can do are college graduates 
with — soclal-science backgrounds 
who need in-service tralning. Socio- 
logists have fewer job opportunities 
than social workers so they will 
uettle for a lower salary... But not 
even all social workers, including 
some of the best ones, can get 


along with these youngsters,” 
Even organizations trying for the 


same goals do not understand, Mr. 
Ritter adds, 


“Different organizations have 
come to me and offered to take 100 
of our children. They say they will 
Select those who can fit into their 
programmes. What they do not 
understand is that our children will 
be out the minute they start select- 
ing. The Ministry of Hducation does 
wonderful work, but not with these 
children, The Ministry of Labour docs 
tine work, ‘but not with these chitd- 
ren, More than that; the secret of 
our programme Js that we don't do 
just one thing — just Adbbutzim, 
or just army camps or just Kelet. 
We have different programmes 
worklng jointly totryto give every- 
one what is best for him..." 

But Mr. Ritter has so far been 
able to help fewer than 200 of the 
800 who are walting— and he would 
put the number in need at 1,200, 
one third more than the Munici- 
pPality’s survey claims. 

“WhatI lave doneso far is really 
only a small experlment. FE could 
sit back and write about ἢ now 
— 22 years in the Municipallty is 
perhaps enough — and then find 
some casler job. But lf I only could 
continue this programme with 
enough manpower and with real 
public understanding, I think we 
could solve the ‘marginal youth’ 
problem In Tel Aviv in a few years.”

His dutles ag an 
assistant dealgner: “Mainly to tell 
her constantly how fantastic she 
was, to carry her parcels for her, 
pour out cocktalila for her and her 
ellents — und then to tell her again 
at the end of the doy how fan- 
tastle she was!” 


‘Switching to the more practical, 
strictly commercial side of the fa- 
shlon trade, he spent 4 years learn- 
Ing the “7th Avenue business" (New 
York's rag trade ceatre), designing 
cacktall clothes for ἃ company call- 
ed Martini. “They ware not bad, 
not madly good — what you might 
call Bar Mitzvea dresses — lots of 
frills, tots of fussy detailing. ‘Then 
the company folded up and I was on 
my own, io and out of differant 
Jobs practically every Monday, fred 
very often again on the Friday. 
Why? Because I was d what 
1 was told, and doing it, I thought, 
in the right way. In retrospact I 
realize that I was doing neither 
whet others wanted, nor -what I 
myself wanted.”

‘Taivan’s pleasure houses 


under control

‘TAIPEI (ANS). — 
"TBE writing on the walls of ‘fal- 

. wan's pleasure houses 18. clear 
-- tho Jleensed prostitulion system 
Inherlted from the Japonese during 
thelr 50-year occupation of thia Ja- 
land is due for some changes. 

The police have aunounced that no 
new licences for brothels will he 
granted, "We want to eliminate the 
plensire houses gradually,” an of- 
ficlal spokesman sald. There are still 
more than ἃ thousand of them 
throughout Talwan, but last year 116 
were closed down for various rea- 
soos. 

And for those etill in business, 
new regulations have bean drafted 
for more effactiva control -- includ- 
ing tho following ‘Ten Command- 
ments for brothel-keepers: 

ὁ No seduction by force of inno- 
cent girls for prostitution, 

ὁ No confiscation of any patron's 
gifts to prostitutes, —~ 

@ No exploitation of the income of 
prostitutes, 

@ No reception of any unidentified 
man, 

ὦ No propaganda in newapapers or 
othor mass media. 

ὁ No eelling of food and wine. 

e@ No reception of teenageta under 
the legal aga of 18, 


o No dispatch of prostitutes to re. 
celve customers in the streets, 

ὦ No oxtra charge other than the 
legal prices, 


Ὁ No compulsory doing business by 
prostitutes who are pregnant, 


The rundown jn the number of 
brothels clearly means that tho num. 
her of prostitutes is being reduced, 
too. 


Regulations to govern prostltu- 
Hon were first proclalined by the 
Tajwan Provinclal Government in 
1960 and are still in force, 


‘Under new draft regulations, bro- 
theis will be moved into designated 
districts, and every brothel must 
hang on its gate a green light and 
keep pinned on a wall near Its en- 
trance a roster of prostitutes and 
thelr photographs. 

Sanitation controls are also apell- 
ed out, and brothel-keepers are for- 
bidden to take more than 80 per 
cent of ἃ prostitute’s earnings, 


‘The regulations also give proati- 
tutes — who must not be under 18 
years of age — the right to refuse 
any customer. There will be no 
forced deals. 

The police will cooporate with 
women's associations to help and 
guide those prostitutes who want to 
quit for marriage or employment. 
There are proposals for vocational 
training,
